Director, Senate Foreign Relations Committee, at the conclusion of 
Senator McCarthy’s press conference ’cdncernihg^the Agency. Mr. Marcy 
advised that the Senator is quite critical of Agency involvement in the NS A 
matter or in any activity relating to the domestic scene; and that although 
he, Mr. Marcy, had not seen the resolution, that the Senator intends to 
propose to the Senate a six or eight man subcommittee to look into such 
activities on the part of the Agency, 

Later in the day, Mr. Marcy called for copies of the transcript 
of Admiral Raborn’s testimony before Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
on February 25 and 28, 1966. Upon delivery of the transcript to him, he 
noted that he was interested in the statement made by the Director at 
that time concerning the fact that the Agency does not engage in domestic 
activities. After review of the transcripts by Mr. Marcy, they were 
returned to the Agency where they are held for safekeeping.
